BUILT C.N.R, TUNNEL,

Henry K, Wicksteed Called “Path- 
finder” For Line, 

Henry K. Wicksteed, Bachelor of 
Arts and Science, civil engineer, 
Sailor, Woodsman, and so forth, Is 
known to the mobile fraternity of 
railway builders as the Pathfinder of 
the Canadian Northern Railway. 
There’s another distinctio” that 
takes on fresh interest from recent 
events in Montreal—Wickateed is the 
father-and-mother of the Mount 
Royal tunnel. To attribute this 
monopolistic gender to the chief en- 

neer of surveys for Mackenzie, 

ann and Co. means to lop off a few 
sprigs of credit that false stories 
have woven into laurel wreaths for 
others, says Robson Black in Toron- 
to Star Weekly. Some recognized 
the tunnel idea as one of Sir Donald 
Mann’s Olympian prophesies; others 
told how Col. Davidson, the rajah of 
realty, had comprehended the whole 
business at one swing of his walking 
stick. And then Sir William Mac- 
kenzie was supposed to have “‘seiz- 
ed” the scheme at one master flash 
of intuition. Now, the tame fact ts 
that the Mount Royal tunnel ts due 
to a calm, professional hazard of 
Henry K. Wicksteed, who wasn’t 
sent by anybody to do anything— 
but did it. He came home to Toron- 
to and mentioned his plan to the 
two great chiefs of the C.N.R. It was 
then that Col. Davidson, head of 
the land department, took a hand 
car for the metropolis and commenc- 
ed to measure roods and perches for 
“Model City.” 

A conversation with H. K. Wick- 
steed is certain to impress one that 
railroad building is really no more 
troublesome than soldering a teapot. 
Probably he does not intend to con- 
vey that impression, but of all men 
he is the last to base his personal 
record on extraordinary talents. So 
his tongue slips by the coupling pins 
of Wicksteed-plus and settles more 
comfortably on the impersonal con- 
cerns of the railway that employs 
him. For instance, I questioned 
him as to some of the problems of 
the survey chief. ‘Yes, there were 
a few difficulties, but he was blessed 
with some remarkably-competent di- 
vision engineers.” Was not railway 
building in the mountains a perplex- 
ing task? O, not so very! The main 
thing was ““‘to follow the rivers.” 
And carrying a_ transcontinental 
across the prairies? Well — Mr. 
Wicksteed, afraid of enlarging the 
character of the job which he had 
conquered so often, tapered it down 
until one had the impression that 
railway building between Winnipeg 
and the foothills was not half so 
hard as clipping yard lengths at a 
ribbon counter. Such personal un- 
obtrusiveness is a _ widely-shared 
virtue of the “out-of-doors” man, 
and seems a natural distillant of 
camp fires and the common sauce- 
pan, 

H. K. Wicksteed is therefore the 
wrong man to approach for much 
information of H.K.W. In the Cana- 
dian Northern offices, it is well- 
known'’that’ Mackenzic and Mann 
place the highest value on a Wick- 
steed opinion. He combines thor- 
ough scientific equipment with mel 
lowed judgment, a ‘head’ for 
weighing his engineering predilec- 
tions on the same scale as ‘fixed 
charges,”’ thus rendering him a sur- 
vey financier as well as a skilled pro- 
fessional. That he has ingenuity and 
imagination, two of the plastic quali- 
ties in a man that lift him out of 
the routine regiment, is shown by 
innumerable innovations in his sur- 
vey marches, which previous engin- 
eering practice has not discovered. 
Thus on the Sudbury-Port Arthur 
surveys which covered over four 
years, instead of toting in the win- 
ter supplies for the survey parties 
and placing them in caches at the 
rear of the advancing parties, be 
ehanged the custom and had them 
placed in front, so that every day’s 
march through the wilderness 
brought the men closer to their food 
bases. “The effect on the morale of 
the parties was noteworthy,” com- 
ments Mr. Wicksteed. 


Tamarack Is Passing. 

The larch, or “tamarack,” of east- 
ern Canada will soon be commercial- 
ly extinct. Already, according to 
Dr. Gordon Hewitt, the Dominio 
entomologist, the large larch saw 
fly has destroyed between {fifty and 
one hundred per cent. of the easterr. 
larch. This insect pest was intro 
duced into the United States fron 
Europe about 1881, and having fev 
natural enemies in America bas 
spread over the whole eastern half 
of the continent. It is doubtfu) 
whether it will be brought under 
control. 

It is a common superstition among 
the woodsmen of eastern Canada 
that many of the “dead” larch trees 
have come to life again. The trees 
noticed were not really dead, how- 
ver, but had appeared so, because 
they had been entirely stripped of 
their leaves by the larvae of the 
larch saw-fly. 

The tamarack is a valuable tree 
because of its ability to grow in 
swamps, and its wood is highly 
esteemed for fuel, ties, fence posts 
and construction work generally.

The Year's Immigration, 


The total emigration to Canada 
during the first nine months, April 
to December, of the current fiscal 
year, was 350,521, made up of 134,- 
817 British, 90,540 American and 
125,664 from all other countries. 

During the corresponding nine 
months of last fiscal year the total 
number was 334,083, composed of 
127,875 British, 113,789 American 
and 92,410 from all other countries, 
The increase {s 5 per cent. 

During the calendar year 1913, the 
total emigration to Canada was 418,- 
870, made up of 156,984 British, 
115,751 American and 146,135 from 
all other countries, 

During the calendar year 1912, the 
total number was 395,804, composed 
of 145,859 British, 140,143 American 
and 109,802 from all other coun- 
tries. The increase was 6 per cent.

VETERAN OF MILITIA, 


Maj.-Gen. Cotton Holds Seniority of 
Service In Canadian Forces. 

Born in the city of Montreal, and 
having in the course of his duty as a 
permanent officer been stationed In 
turn at Kingston, Quebec, Ottawa, 
London and Toronto, Maj.-Gen. H, W. 
Cotton, Inspector-General of the Can- 
adian Militia, whose appointment has 
been extended to March next, when 
he will retire, is widely known in 
Canada. He is one of the oldest of- 
cers of the permanent force, prob- 
ably the very oldest in point of 
swearing in. When, owing to the 
withdrawal of the permanent troops, 
the duty was forced upon the Cana- 
dian Government of organizing a cou- 
ple of artillery corps to garrison the 
fortifications at Quebec and Kingston, 
Col. Cotton was a captain in the old 
Ottawa Garrison Artillery and appli- 
ed for and was given a commission 
in the new corps then being raised at 
Kingston, which subsequently be ..me 
“A" battery, and eventually was the 
colonel of the present Royal Cana- 
dian Horse Artillery, 

In his younger days Gen. Cotton 
was recognized as one of the best rifle 
shots in Canada and twice went to 
Wimbledon as a member of the Can- 
adian team. He has never since fail- 
ed to take an active interest in rifle 
shooting and artillery practice. He 
entered upon his first staff duties in 
1882, when he was appointed to the 
command of the artillery school con- 
nected with A Battery and was ap- 
pointed assistant inspector of artil- 
lery. He retained those dual appoint- 
ments until appointed district officer 
commanding the old third military 
district with headquarters at King- 
ston. Later he became Inspector of 
Artillery, commanded military dis- 
trict No. 4, Ottawa, and was Asslst- 
ant-Adjutant-General for Artillery at 
headquarters. He has also been Quar- 
termaster-General, Master-General of 
the Ordinance, Officer Commanding 
Western Ontario Division with head- 
quarters at Toronto, He commanded 
the first infaatry division at the Que- 
bee tercenterary review. 

Apart from a few months’ service 
during the Fenian raids, Gen. Cotton 
has not had a chance in active service. 
At the time of the Northwest Rebel- 
lion of 1885 he was commandant of 
the Citadel at Quebec and though all 
of the other regulars in his garrison 
were sent to the front »e was ordered 
to remain at Quebec, At the time of 
the South African war he was again 
unable to lemve for Africa, his ser- 
vices being needed at Ottawa in con- 
nection with the equipment, and de- 
spatch of the various contingents, He 
was represented on the field, however, 
by his son, who enlisted into the first 
Canadian contingent from the Vic- 
toria Rifles of Montreal, and gave his 
life for the Empire at Paardepers. 
A man of calm, unruffied disposition, 
never over exacting, and always anx- 
fous to give full credit to his sub 
ordinates, Gen. Cotton is much belov- 
ed in the militia, and every officer and 
man who has served under him will 
regret his retirement. Mrs. Cotton, 
whe ias always been a prime social 
favorite, was the daughter of the late 
John Pinder of Montreal. —~- Vamily 
Herald and Weekly Star. 


Wireless Is In Demand. 


The extent to which wireless tele- 
graphy under Government control is 
being utilized by the people of Can- 
ada is shown by Statistics contained 
in the annual report of the Naval Ser- 
vice Department. 

A total of 272,087 messages, con- 
taining 4,275,759 words, were han- 
dled during the year by the coast sta- 
tion services, against 196,250 mes- 
sages and 2,839,455 words during 
the preceding year, This ts an in- 
crease of 75,837 message and 1,436,- 
314 words over 1912. 

Even as it is, the existence of the 
present Government service and the 
contract with the Marconi Company, 
covering the stations it operates, has 
saved Canadians thousands every 
year. 

At its inception In 1909-10 the to- 
tal number of messages handled was 
only 84,077, and of words 1,222,784. 
In 1911, 119,668 messages were sent, 
and in 1912, 196,250. The West Coast 
service, which {s operated directly by 
the Government, handled in 1913, 
about two milion words, and the East 
Coast about a million and a half, the 
Great Lakes service making up the 
remainder. 

There are now forty wireless sta- 
tions in Canada, additions having 
been made during the year. With the 
improvement of the Montreal station. 
it will be possible next spring to 
establish through communication 
from Montreal to the ocean,

FINDING THE HUMBER. 


From Litle River's Mouth Brule 
First Saw Lake Ontario. 

Now that the relentless force of 
progress is overwhelming the Humber 
valley, near Toronto, and the land- 
Scape gardener and prosecutor of tres- 
passers are preparing to destroy the 
bounty of nature’s slow mutations, a 
special interest is imparted to the 
story of the river’s varied past and 
transient present by K. M. Lizars, “In 
the Valley of the Humber, 1615- 
1913.” But the stimulus of this im- 
pending fate is not necessary to sus- 
tain a keen tnterest, for the author 
has imparted a special charm to every 
feature. Careful research in a multi- 
tude of sources is not revealed by 
masses of dry detall, but shows 
through factle descriptions, citations 
and entertaining narratives. The 
geologist who reads the records of 
slow succeeding eras of ice and sub- 
tropical warmth fs freely drawn up- 
on. Prof. Coleman and others who 
have studied the geology of the To- 
ronto district are cited as authorities, 
and there is no sacrifice either of 
careful selentifie accuracy or of the 
entertaining arrangement of conclu 
sions and speculations, 

There is the most carefully- 
weighed scientific opinion regarding 
the aspect of adjacent areas when 
uncovered by the slow recession of 
the ice cap, when the mammoth 
tramped the rich herbage by the 
shoro of the ancient lake, and during 
the geologically recent times when 
the river found its present course and 
excavated its winding channel and 
beautiful but doomed valley. 

Indian tribes furnish solemn and 
impressive pages of the Humber’s his- 
tory, and their story is entertainingly 
blended with that of European ag 
gression and conquest since Brule 
first discovered the river three hu»- 
dred years ago. Long since the dat 
of the skull with the arrowhead 
there were salmon at the mouth of 
the river, and when the mills at 
Lambton were young Indiars would 
shoot the dam on their way down tr 
spear, and in the swamps nearb: 
there were numerous picnic parties 
For many years in the nineteenth 
century baskets were sold in Lamb 
ton, and the cwamps of the Lower 
Humber furnished part of the mater 
fal for making. Credit Indians came 
constantly, entered where they chos: 
and took what they chose and peace 
ably departed. They had the right t 
enter any swamp, and not longe 
than eighteen yeirs ago a large part: 
of them exercised it. 

The date of the discovery of th 
Humber as the pathway to the Gren’ 
Lake is not only of respectable anti 
quity, but it is worthy of finding > 
place in the list of great events of its 
time. “Brule,” says Miss Lizars, ‘‘ar- 
rived in the valley of the St. Law- 
rence the next year after the English 
first gained a footholc in North Am- 
erica, and he started upon his jour- 
ney with the savages which resulted 
fy the first expedition ever made 
westward of the Great River of Can- 
ada, and in the discovery of Lake Hu 
ron, y 
[85° Payalth "Pinas aa st 
years after Hudson first saw the river 
that bears his name Brule stood on 
the beach at the mouth of the Hum- 
ber and saw Lake Ontario—‘the first 
civilized man to gaze out upon thar 
broad expanse of waters.’ ”’ 

The missionary spirit inspired the 
early explorers of this vast unknown, 
and while the message which im- 
pelled them to give up their lives 
may broaden with the advances of 
the age, their heroism and fortitude 
will endure among the most inspiring 
records of human devotion.—-Toronto 
Globe. 


Ontario's Slaughter of Wild Ducks. 

Over two million people in Ontario 
are waiting to see what will be done 
at the coming session of the Legisla- 
ture to save the fish and game sup- 
ply. 
Ninety per cent, of the wild ducks 
killed during 1913 were purveyed by 
the high-priced hotels and cafes to 
their wealthy patrons. The plain 
citizen who enjoys the marsh shores, 
where the birds are available, gets 
the fresh air but no ducks. 

The ruthless market hunter feeds 
the wild ducks wheat and barley, 
goes out in bis launch, rounds up 
the ducks, and slaughters them with 
six and ten-shot pump guns. Is that 
what we call “‘sport’’? 

There were 25,000 wild ducks kill- 
ed by market hunters at Long Point 
in 1913. The slaughter at Point 
Royal for last year was 63,000, 
There were 17,500 wild ducks killed 
by market hunters at Mitchel) Bay 
during the year. The number killed 
off at Rondeau was 19,000.—Wind- 
sor Record,

A VARIED CAREER, 


Fon. Charles R, Devlin Has Been an 
Active Politician, 


The Hon, Charles Ramsay Devlin, 
Minister of Mines, Game and Fisher- 
ies in the Quebec Government, re- 
ports as to whose recent sickness 
caused anxiety to his friends, has had 
perhaps a more varied Parliamentary 
career than any other man at present 
living in Canada, says Chesterfield in 
The Family Herald. He hae been a 
member of both Dominion and Unit- 
ed Kingdom Parliaments as well as 
of the Quebec Legislature, in which 
he still holds a seat. No one needs 
to be told that Hon. Mr. Devlin is of 
Irish descent or that he is a native of 
Aylmer, Que., a pretty place, and 
once a very important commercial 
and transportation centre, on the 
Ottawa river a few miles above the 
city of Ottawa, He was born in 1858, 
receiving his education at Montreal 
College and Laval University. For 
some years after leaving college he 
was engaged in mercantile and jour- 
nalistic work, during which time he 
made his maiden speeches. As a boy 
he manifested somewhat of a precos- 
ity in the direction of oratory and 
elocution, and an old member of Par- 
liament some time ago related to the 
writer that when ‘Charlie’ Devlin 
was a stripling it used to be a prac- 
tice when Parliament was in session 
for a party of members to drive each 
Sunday afternoon to Aylmer to visit 
the Devlin family; a feature of their 
hospitable entertainment each visit 
being the recitation of some classical 
oration or the delivery of an original 
speech by the youth who is now a 
member of the Quebee Cabinet. Not 
only did the embryo statesman have 
ambition as an orator, but he had 
ability. Some men’s maiden speeches 
are hardly manly, but Mr, Devlins 
were from the very first of a vigorous 
character. Moreover, he spoke Eng- 
lish and French with equal eloquence 
and fluency. His attainments soon 
won recognition, and he was elected 
to the House of Commons for Ottawa 
County in 1891, being the first Lib- 
eral and last member ever returned 
for the old County of Ottawa, now 
divided into Wright and Labelle. In 
1896 he was elected for Wright, one 
of the two new constituencies formed 
from the old one, He resigned the 
seat to accept the appointment oi 
Canadian Commissioner for Ireland, 
nolding the appointment until 1903, 
and making frequent speeches setting 
torth the advantages of Canada as a 
‘and for settlement, 

These speeches established his re- 
putation as a speaker in a country 
which is famous as a producer ot 
orators,,and his services were enlist- 
ed, readily enough we might easil) 
velieve, on behalf of the Irish Nation- 
alist cause. In 1903 he was with the 
universal approval of the Irish party 
ieaders, tendered the nomination for 
Galway City, accepted it, ran and was 
elected by acclamation, a similar re- 
sult occurring at t 2 general election 
bree years later. While a member 
4t Westminster, Mr. Devlin made sey- 
eral notable speeches and rendered 
good service to his party as Secretary 
ot the iris 


vember, 1906, Mr. Devlin resigned his 
seat for Galway, returned to Canada, 
and was at a bye-election on Dec. 29, 
che same year, elected to the Cana- 


dian House of Commons for the Coun- 
ty of Nicolet, The following year he 
resigned his seat in the House of 
Commons, having agreed to accept a 
portfolio in the Godin Government at 
Quebec as representative of the Irish 
people of the province. He was at 
once sworn in as Minister of Coloni- 
vation, Mines and Fisheries, and was 
elected to the quebec Legislature fo: 
Nicolet at a bye-election Nov. 4, 
1907; being re-elected at the generai 
elections of 1908 and 1912, but elect- 
ing to sit for the new northern county 
of Temiskaming. 


Canal Hospital Service. 

Conditions approaching those of 
a well equipped army will prevail in 
connection with the building of the 
aew Welland Ship Canal at St, 
Jatharines, Ont. Dr. McCoombs is 
n charge of the hospital and medi 
‘al service which the Government is 
instituting, and says: 

“The main hospital will be on the 
iavens farm on the Queenston and 
irimsby road. This will be thor 
oughly equipped, and capable oi 
yroviding accommodation for thirty 
patients, with small separate places 
for men suffering from infectious 
diseases. There will be a thorough- 
ly competent staff of nurses and doc- 
tors, as well as good office and cleri- 
cal staff. At Thorold we shal) have 
a small branch hospital for about 
ten patients. This will be used as 
an emergency hospital, in case of 
bad accidents. ‘There will be another 
sucb branch hospital at Fort Weller. 

“Along the line of the canal, dis- 
pensaries will be located, where the 
men who are sick will receive medi- 
cine. Three doctors will be con- 
stantly patrolling the canal, so that 
there will be no lack of attention, 
An ambulance will be established 
and small stretchers will be in every 
camp. It is my intention to have the 


clerks and time-keepers on the canal 
thoroughly drilled in first aid work, 
Each will have a medical and surgi- 
cal case, and be taught how to han- 
We shall give a prize of $50 
every six months to the man who

THE ANCIENT REGIME 


CANADA'S FIRST GOVERNMENT 
OEFEERS FROM PRESENT. 


The Advisers of the Governor-General 
Did Not Care Much About Elec 
tions In Those Days, But Worried 
More Concerning “beir Superiors 
and Standing at Court — Inten+ 
dant Designed to Spy on Governors 


Under the political institutions en« 
joyed by the people of Canada, it has 
been found possible to carry on &@ 
government that insures to the gov- 
erned the greatest measure of liberty 
that is consistent with order, that 
guarantees to each citizen the enjoy- 
went of the fruits of his industry, and 
encourages national development and 
progress. For these great blessings 
the Canadian people must thank their 
heritage in the British Constitution, 
which, under a government monarch- 
ical in form, gives to the people re- 
sponsible and elastic democratic rule. 

These thoughts are suggested by 
the session of our Federal Parliament 
which bas just begun, says a writer 
in The Montreal Standard, and that, 
too, tends to cause one to look back- 


wards to the beginning of government 


in this country, and to contrast the 
institutions of long go with those 
under which it is our good fortune te 
This backward giance enables 
us to see how far the world has mov- 


ed in the matter of government since

The beginning of royal government 
and local legislation in Canada takes 

oc back to the year 1663, when Que- 
bec City was only fifty-five years old, 
and Montreal only twenty-one, and 
when the great Western wilderness 
of the Ottawa, the Upper St. Law- 
rence, and the Great Lakes reached 
down to the very walls of the little 
fort that Maiso‘neuve had built on 
what ts now part of ’ 
quarter of Montreal. . 

The seat of that first of Canadian 
reyal governments was Quebec, which 
to-day is well and truly called the 
“/melent Capital.” 

At the head of the Government 
was a Governor-General, appointed 
by the King of France, whom the 
yovernor-Gencral represented and 8 
small part of whose giory the Gover- 
nor-General was permitted to refiect 
in the miniature court that fn the 
rather.rude palace on the heights of 
‘ape Diamond mimicked the pomp 
of Versailles. 

Judging from his title and rem 
1 considerable part of his commission, 
the Governor-General of Canada was 
the all-powerful local head of the ad- 
ainistration whereas, in fart, he was 
not so. His powers were limited and 
‘onfused by the very wording of his 
-ommission and of his instructions, 
ind they were further limited by the 
vowers of another high officer, who 
was generally considered to be sub- 
yrdinate to the Governor, and yet. 
who, with respect to some matters, 
seemed to have outranked him. That 
second high official was the Inten- 
lant. 

The Intendant was virtually a spy 
on the Governor, and every year he 
sent to the Minister of Marine, whose 
department administered colonial af« 
fairs, letters, often forty pages in 
length filled witb the secrets of the 
colony, political and personal, great 
and small. The Governor also wrote 
letters, and each was jealous of tha 
letters of the other 

To assist the Governor and,the In- 
tendant there was a body known as 
the Sovereign Council, composed of 
the Governor, the Intendant, the 
Bishop, and at first of five other coun- 
cillors, but whose number was sub 
sequently increased to twelve. 

This remarkable Council combined 
some of the advisory and executive 
functions of the Cabinet of to-day, 
with some of the legislative functions 
of Parliament, and the functions both 
of a trial court and a court of appeal, 
The law that it enforced and, there 
fore, {ntroduced into Canada, was 
what was known in France as the 
“Coutume de Paris’—the Customs of 
Paris, based on the ancient Roman 
law. 

The rule of the Governor, the. In- 
tendaat, and the Sovereign, or Super 
for Council, cor tinued to the end of 
the French regime. It had ils quali 
ties, especially with respeet to mill- 
tary affairs, for it made New France 
the strongest fighting unit on the com 
tinent. ; 

With respect to civil matters, 
system did not work remarkably w 
in fact, it seems to have worked 
markably ill, for a French writer ta 
describing the state of Canada 
1758—two years before its surrendes 
—says that {it is the “country of 
abuses,” 

Such, in outline, was the first royal 
gov. nment in this country—-a sy® 
tem that came to an end with the 
surrender by Vaudreuil at Mon‘real 
in September, 1760, after o Pundred

Thing Needed to Better Concitions 
Most faimers and farmers’ sons may 

know how to driv a team—some don’t, | 
to be sure! But very few farmers or 
farmers’ sons know anything about 
team work—puliing together, working 
together, 

The writer, at present, lives in the 
city when he ! at home, but often he 
visits the country. t Now it takes a) 
country man to size up -he city and 
perhaps sometimes a man who has 
been away from the country for a 
while can see things more clearly .han 
the man who is right “on the job.” 

Well, recently I lived some weeks on

“team play” or “team work.” On

Occasionally the farmers in this dis- 
trict did change works with a neigh- 
bor, but outside this each man ran his 
own show. 

Now this kind of policy would bank- 
rupt a city firm in a week. . It will 
bankrupt the farmers sooner or later. 
Under modern conditions team work 
is an absolute necessity. 

Now the farmer {: a born individual- 
ist with all the individualist’s strong 
points and weak points. 

Think of the early settlement. With 
an axe over his shoulder the pionter 
farmer hewe¢ out for himself a home 
in the wilderness—built his own house 
and lived an independent life, He need- 
ed water. He sunk a well. He 


jneeded butter and eggs and meat. The 


farm yard supplied them. He wanted 
to get his goods to market. The 
trusty team was ready for the road. 
Contrast this with city iife. The city 
man needs water. Two hundred thou- 
nd city mea mus, someho-’ or other 
become agreed on an expenditure of 
several million dcilars necessary to 
tap a lake 50 miles away and construct 
a great wateiworks system. The city 
man needs butter or eggs or meat. He 
must bring them hundreds or thou- 
sands of miles, calling into jis service 
literally thou.an.ds of men¥from the 
farmer at the one end, all along. the 
transportation and distribution sys- 
tem to the deliver: boy at the other. 
The city man is a cog in a very com- 
plex machine. He simply must co- 
operate “Cog-in-with” others Nov’ 
modern conditions are slowly but sure- 
ly penetrating to the country. The 
telephone, -he trolly, rural mail deliv- 
ery, machinery, shoppine by mail—all 
these are inevitably drawing the farm- 
ers into the great modern social sys- 
tem He simply can’t live an inde- 
pendent life nowa-Cays. It’s useless 
to try. The sooner he substitutes the 
ideal of interdependence for indepen4- 
ence the better. Independence was 
good for one state of society. Interde- 
pendence is necessary to-day, and aft- 
er all isn’t it a higher ideal? Evea 
horses lear’ to pull together. Team 
work in industrial and social life is 
the west kind of horse sense 

Is there anything in all this? 

Then, is there some one thing in 
your community in which a’ could co- 
operate: something that will not get 
done unless all do co-operate. The 
Crnadian We:fare League, Room 10 
Industrial Bureau, Winnipeg, will 
gladly supply information concerning 
the welfare of your communuaity, if you 
write the secretary, 6.

CARELESS AND CO-OPERATION 


Chief Cause and Best Remedy for For- 
est Fires 


Mr. R. H. Campbell, Director of the; 


Dominion Forestry Braich, says: 
“Carelessness ‘vas undoubtedly the 
chief cause of forest fires in 1913.” The 
best remedy is indicated by a recent 
statement of Mr. B. T, Allen, Fofeste: 
for the Western Forestry and Conser- 
vation Association, who says: “The 
best single resul: of the 1913 fire sea- 
son is to prove that systematized co- 
operative effort at an insignificant cost 
1¢T acre or per thousand, can reduce 
our forest losses of an average year 
four or five million dollars to about 
as ‘many thousands.” If on the twen- 
ty million acres of timberlands con- 
trolled by ‘he lumb rmen forming this 
association, the fire loss can be s0 
enormously reduced by co-operation, 
the saving whic’« Canac’.n citizens 
could effect by co-operative effort on 
the 500,000,000 acres of forest land in 
Canada, is almost incalcuable. 

The functious of -he Government in’ 
this respect are well understood, and a 
great deal has been done, especially by 
the field officers of the Dominion For- 
estry Branch, to promote the co-oper- 
ative spirit in the matter of fire pro- 
tection. But only recently has the in- 
itiative been taken by private associa- 
tions in co-operative fire protection, 
yet there are now thirty timber-owners 
associations in the United States, the 
members of which have got-together to 
adequately protect from fire their com- 
bined holdings, which now tota! about 
25,000,000 acres. 

In Canada there {is but o> > associa- 
tion of this kind but it compares favor- 
ably with any in the United Statos. 
The development cf this co-operative 
movement, which culminated in Can- 
ada in the St. Maurice Fire Protective 
Association, is described in detail by a 
bulletin now bein@\issued by the For- 
estry Branch, Ottawa. .The Quebec 
limit-uolders comprising this asa cia- 
tion have by a self-'mposed tax of one 
quarter cent per acro installed a fire 
protective system on their 7,000,000 
acres of holdings second to none in 
Canada. 1913 over 275 forest fires 
were extinguished with practically no 
danger, proving, In the words of one of 
the members, “at “The success of co- 
operative forest fi.» protection has 
been established without a doubt.”
